I have Mm, Harry McCormick of the Dalles Morning News with me now and 
has sone information that Mr. Barefoot Sanders, U. S. Attorney, wanted 
me to get from Mr. McCormick. 0,.K,. y Mr McCormick. 


I guess first we'll talk about this advertisement that eppeared in the 
Dalles News on the morning of Noverber 22nd in which there was some 
slurring remarks made about President Kennedy and the ad was signed 

by Berpard Weissman. Bernard Weissman lives at 439 South Coluzbus 
Avenue in Mt, Vernon, New York, and froa the investicgntion that I 

have mede on this thincz, I think that he was only a pinmet in the thing. 
I think the instisntor of the ad and also the instigator of the ineL- 
dents relative to fh, Adlai Stcvenson's visit here were enginecred by 
this man, Lerry H. Schmidt, who lives at 2907 Welborn in Dallas ang 

is employed or was employed by the Mrbual of New-York, an insurence - 
firma out there in the neighbornood, Sechuidt is a graduate of the 
Lincoln, Webraska High School in 1955 and attended bHani Untversity. 

Be speaks and writes German well and was handled as a juvenile at the 
age of fourteen in 1951, charged with breaking and entering, in Lincoln, 
Nebraska, end was givon a one-year probated sentence. Aa far as I know, 
he hes no other criminal record. 


You stated the University of Weni--ims this Miami of Ohto or University 
or lMiasi at Floriésa? 


[ helicve it was Florida, but I ecnnot be sure chout it. I don't know, 
I took that rocenl off kig amloyront application with the United Press, 
Ne worked tbrictly fer the United Press koro in Pallca. Unoxrtunately, 
they dicn'=s have a pictive of him. How I have recuon to believe the 
tinss I'm caying are true, but ina sense, they are hearsay and in a 
sense, they are the results of quite on extensive investigation ve’ 

nade te find out about this thing. My inforzation is that Weissman, . 
together with a fellow named Williem Burley, whose address is 3353 . 
West 33rd Street, Denver, Colorado, together with Veissuan and Schuldt 


were in the 505th Military Police Batislion at McGraw, Knaiserine, Munich, - 


Ceormany, and they agreed when they were discharged that they would meet 
et Dalles because they felt thst there were business cpportunities here 
end that it wes a conservative city. They are all three very much 
right-wingeree Welsanu was discharged in August of 1963 and vent to his 
hone at Mt, Vernon, where his father is en electricien. Ne was divorced 
fron his wife, Jane, I untersteand that there was to be a reconcilliation 
but whether that ever occurred, I cdou't Imov, end he had told some 
people here in Dalles that he would return with hor efter toe Kennedy 
assassination blew cover end the Weissuan ed in comnection with the 
Kennedy ascessination. Echmidt came here first. He attended the Steven- 
son rally and was a wiiness to the incident where Stevenson was struck 
with a pincard emi where Stevenson was spat upone He wrote Veissman 
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that he was needed here in Dallas as the liberal press was raising 
hell about the Stevenson incident. 


Where did you get the infonmtion that he wrote this letter? I mean, 
how did you come about this? 


I got part of it from conversations that he had with people here and 
pert of it from a story in the New York Times, I believe--after 
Weissman had returned to Mt. Vernon, after the Stevenson assassination. 
You mean after the Stevenson incident? 


Yes, No, not after the Stevenson--not after the--he returned to Ht. 
Verron after the Kemedy incident. I'm sarrye 


After the Kennedy assassination? 


Yeoh, yeahe Let me eee here. Schaidt wes a mewber of the Young 
Anericars for Freecom end Ken Thompson, an editorial writer on our 


paper, vas a director of the Young fmericong for Freedom. They said — 


that Seluaidt tried every way possible to get the Young Americans for 
Freadaa to demonstrate at the Stevenson rally, but the directors and 
the leagers in the organization refused to do it. Scimidt ves very . 
insistent and later he withdrew frou this organization because he 
disasreed with their policies. So I mow hs ws the insticator of 
the Stevenson thing from that and Thoupsone I got that information 
from Thompson. After recoiving this letter fron Sclualdt, Weissman 
and Burley drove here and rented an eportment at 4619 Telger. Be-

But I suspsct thet 
Selzttat is the man who ise I havé not telked to Schmidt becauce I 
was hoping that somebody with euthority vould be eble to talk with 
him, rather then a newspaper bane 


Mow, just cne question here, lire McCormick. You said they showed up 
in town with 300, but when they came doyn to the Dalles Morning Mews 
with ¢300 to place this ad. 


That was two weeks later. They arrived here Noverber 15th and they ~~ 


eome to the News on the 19th of lovenber. 


On Noveasber 19th? 


MoCCuificik: Yeahe 
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Now, where did you get the information that they got in tow with $300? 


I believe the manager of their epariment told me that, or, it was 
elther she or it was part of Weismean's statement in the lew York 
Newspaper that I spoke about. I don't imow. I didn't document 
this thing perhaps like I should have. 


Do you perhaps recall the date of the New York Times that you ere 
making reference to--approximate dates?

He got the proof later that morning and returned the next duye 


What day would this have been? 
Well, the Oth. He come back the 40th and asked for the proof.

And on Thursday, the 21st, no, no, ifm sovrye Mo cone and asked for 
the proof on the moming of Movember 20th, And the proof was not 
ready. And he cane back later in the morning und said that he necaed 
the proof to raise the remainder of the $1400, He got the poor later 
that same day, And, he returned the next day, which was hoveuver elst, 
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with the balance of the money in cash. That night he called the 
News and said he had heard we were not going to run the ad, but 
efter inquiry of the Advertising Manager, Cy Wagner, Welssman wes 
told that it would run. Miss Jean Roberts, manager of the apart- 
nests on Reiser Street where Weissman lived, said Weissman told her 
that the Pal end Secret Service men hed grabbed hia and Burley efter 
the assessination on Saturday, and roughed him up, he told her, 
Quote: “There's going to be trouble. There's a big witch hint on 
and I don't want to be involyed.” Unquote. Mrs. Rob--Miss Roberts 
said Weissman told her when they checked out of the apartment. 


You say when they pick at Burley. Burley, whet is the (pause)?

He and Burley. Richt. 


Burley was the second guy there that came from New York with hin. 
Saturday, after the assassination, a Mirae Smith called Weissman and 
left Zhe nutber EMG~heeh, This phone is listed to John R. Suith. 
Dut vhen the iuvestigators called and talked with her, Meas Smith 
troigted that she knew no Weiesman and that it was a misteke of sane 
kind. I don't know ebout that.

There is a man noned Clyde J. Moore of 
4318 Buena Vista in Dallas who is presently the Public Relations 
man for Dr. Robert Morris, a John Bircher caniidate for the United 
States Senate on the Republican ticket, who knows a great desl about 
this thing. Moore is a right-winger and is well acquzinted with 
Schnidt and knows a lot about the whole thing. Moore, prior to his 
taking this job with Dr. Robert Morris, was employed by H. L. Hunt, 
who xums a redio program called Lifeline which is also very right- 
Wing. Schmidt guaranteed the telephone bill of Weissman end Burley 
when they rented that apartment end the telephone ctmpany hes been 
trying to collect it from Schmidt, Schmidt, himself, has an wmlisted 
telephone mmber. ‘The telephone cougpany has a letter dated November 
20, 1963, signed by Sciidt, and guaranteeing the Welscven telephone 
over on Reiger Street apartacnt. I believe that's all TF have on

You have come more information there on something else?

Somebody put a nickel in to lift 
up the lid, and made an insertion of these Wanted for Treason hande 
bills in quite a muber of Dallas Times Herald--I don't lmow how many 
were put in thet way, but quite a few, I forgot to tell you about 
that. I haven't got it on my notes is the reason I missed it. I 

was hoping that somebody would talk to this Emith, anid see, Schmidt, 
rather, and get into this thing a lot further, but since there is 

no story that I can see in the thing--a9 a matter of fact, my news- 
paper would like to forget about that dam ed, It's hurt us tre- 
nemiously. But, eventually, if nothing happens that Schmidt doesn't 
aopear before the Wervren Commission, or I find out that the agencies 
hsven't questioned him, I'm going to jump hin up and telk to hin. 
Because, I'm interested in that Post Office Dox over there and what 
those people are up to. I would judec that the mail that's caning 
into that bax--that ed was reproduced in so many, many places, you 
know--practically every booklet and piece of literature that’s gotten 
out on the Kemedy Administration has carried that dom ad.

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HOWLETT s Otay, Mr. McCormick, we had to change the dictaphone belt. Would 
you continue with your question there? 


MeCORMICK: Yeah, the money would have to have case--you can marrow the sources 
down pretty well, I think. It either had to cove from Russia or from 
this Fair Play for Cuba Comittee which Oswald worked with or same 
agency of the United States Goverment, either the State Department, 
or the CIA, or the F3I. I have some hesitancy because I don't Imow 
where this thing is going to goe I think that it was a very serious 
matter when the FBI failed to notify the Police or the Secret Service 
thet Oswald was in that building and was working there and the type 
of guy he was, because they did mow him. We wight have avoided this 
assassination if that hed teen kmcim. And it--it makes me feel that 
very possibly, he may have heen on vdercover man for the FEI, because 
he ifeag--hecause of that fact end because of the fact that his wife was 
fron Russia, that he had been to Fussia, that the State Depertucnt 
brought him heme, with their money. It's quite possible, and thea of 
course ery one-sany one of the possibilities are--are within reason.

HOWIEIT ’ During your investization of the eventa after the assassination and 
leading wp to the acenssination, have you come upon anything yourself 
that you feel 48 stowliat contrste as to a possibility of where this 
money could have been coming fron? 


NeCORMICK: Mo, I do note FT do not bave anything corcrete end have no confidence 
in Coviald's mother and I hnve ecfte vs eaettamt to talk to Farinas Her 
reotity ulbth Mastin--wa eevldia't do cny bivtiposs with her at all because 
toytin wes prebty feicnily with a reoorter oa the opposition paper. _ 
We couldn't reach her in any woye I wrote and sent her e letter but 
it bad no commection with the investigation. I--a vex muse up in 
Coneda are depicting the scone of the Ruby shooting of Oswald endif 
tried to buy the clothes that Oswald had and I tried to buy Ruby's 
clothes for these wax diemys thet they vere making and I hed written 
lice, Oswald a letter-ethe wifee=ni I got no reply. I made her en 
offer of {100 for the clothes he vore, but I nad no ansver and I 
understood fron Thorne, the attorney--Thorne eri Martin represented 
hor first, you know. If understcod frog Thorne that the clothing that 
he wore hed been impounded as evidence by the Police and svbsequently 
sent to Washington for the crime laboratory of the Fut. Of course, — 
now I think the display is already mde so I don't think the clothes - 
would do any goode I got a complete description of them so that they 
would be able to Cuplicate the clothing that both wen wore, but I have 
note-h2ye not linksd any of these people togetivr. I con't~--«I don't 
think there is eny connectlion--sither between Osield and Duby, or 
between these right-wingers, Schzidt, Weissman at all, and, either- 
Ruby or Osyvold,. 
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In other words you feel that this Stevenson incident and the Vented 
for Tresson posters are something that was caning from another inde- 
pendent source? 
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Yeah. Yes, I think so. I feel that waye 


You apparently feel that this source could prove to be a potential 
danger in the future?

That's the reason that you have made this information know to us?

I not Imoy it because I haven't talked with eny of these people diroctly, 


But as fer as you kmow right now, they ere not associated? 


That's right. But I do feel that Schnidt engineered this thing, with 
Stevenson, and I am positive that he engincered the advertisesent 
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that was put in the paper, New if he had any connection with the 
little handbill, Wanted for Treason handbill, or whether he had 

any connmsction with these people that were charged with these ofe 
fenses, I don't kmow. I don't know, T have a spy in the John Birch 
Society. They've sorta broken up into sort of cells, like Communists 
have. They don't have one big meeting except when Walsh or sousbody 
in the Birch Society canes here, but this person does--these nanes 
mean nothing, es far as the Birch Society is concernacd. 


Any of these names, Schmidt and all of then don't come into the 
Birch Society? 


lo, I can't trace then in there at alle But they micht belong to 
another Chapter or Cell or whatever tn the hell you call it, other 
then one that ny tufcuant vara in, Ani this person also takes the
